PARKKUsnt'ito, W. Va., July 30.— A 
Urriflo cloud-burst, accompanied by 
lightning and thunder, struck tbo Little 
Kanawha Valley last night about seven 
o'clock, doing greater damage In a short 
time than any previous storm in many 
years. Tbn Little Kanawha rose five 
feet In less than three hours and swept 
every thing before It Tho rainfall was 
terrible here, hut Is reported as much 
worse on Tygart and at other points. 
Tho worst of the storm struck the 
lower side of tho Kanawha, filling small 
tributaries from bank to bank, and end- 
ing with the worst flood within the rec- 
ollection of the oldest Inhabitant*. In 
three hours tho Kanawha raised six 
feet and ran out with such velocity that 
it carried every thing beforo it At this 
point thousands of logs and a numls-r 
of boats went out or were sunk. Lit- 
tle Kanawha Company lost 2,000 logs: 
West Mill, ten rofls; llarrtngor, several 
fleet*; W. P. Padden, five barges with 
tie*, sever*! of which were caught bo- 
low; Keever A Co. lost four barges 
of coal; Miller, throe rafts and 
J.OOO ties; Tsylor. one fleet of timber, 
Churl. •* Well*, four barge*. In one 
hour -.,uoti logs went out Mrs. Isaac 11. 
i'm k. r. Martin Lawles* and an un- 
known man were drowned. Almve tbe 
destruction wan still greater, lllg Ty- 
gart Valley Is completely ruined. The 
big mill near Its mouth went out and 
look the Tygart bridge with It In tho 
valley all the fences, crops and much 
live stock were lost At ChesU-rville, 
a small town alniut ten miles above, 
half the residences were carrb-d off binl- 
llyand left in corn fields. InClay District 
a flue church and three dwellings wen* 
wrecked. Alsmt noon Information was 
received that the steamer Oneida hail 
been a-rockisl and sunk at Enterprise 
alnjve. SUM later a report came that 
the sleamer C. C. Martin was sunk at 
liurnlng Springs.

Denominational Schools and History 
of Education. 



A Coanmltl.e Appoints*! lo Consld.r th* 
Vends of \hm foiled Slalss In a Dureaa 
of Kdaeallon slid to Memorialize 
Consr«*p on tha subject. 

Nasiivii.i.k, Tenx., July 19.— Secre- 
tary i .ii. held aroused much enthusiarm 
In an appropriate speech Informing the 
ronventlon and President Marble that a 
great-grandson of old "Hickory" Jack- 
ion, was, yesterday, born at Hermitage, 
and that the child bail been named 
■'Albert Marble Jackson," In honor of 
the president of the association. A com- 
mittee, composed of a delegate from 
each Slate and Territory and Canada, 
was appointed to call upon Mrs. James 
K. Polk and convey to her the respect*, 
congratulations and compliments of the 
association. A committee wasappointed 
U) consider tho need* of the L'nitrd 
States in a bureau of education, and to 
memorialize Congress on the subject. 
The fifth session of the National 
Educsllnnal Association was de- 
voted to further consideration of 
denominational schools and I be i:;- 
tory of education. Hon. John 
Jay, of New York, submitted a pa- 
per. He quoted Prof. Dwight, president 
of Columbia College law school, "that it 
Is well settled by the decisions of the 
leading States of the I'nion that Christi- 
anity In a part of the common law of the 
State." |L A. Hinsdale, of tbo Michi- 
gan I'nivernlty, said that the education 
of the youth is more important as an 
element of civilization than the punish- 
ment of criminals, but educational 
institution* have been less studied 
than penal institutions by others 
than professional inliicators. W. H. 
Payne, of Nashville, said that education 
has lx-como a function of the State, and 
the tendency of the Oovernment Is to- 
ward universal education, supervised 
and controlled by legislation. S. C. 
Williams, of Ithaca, N. Y.. read an In- 
structive paper on the history of educa- 
tion apd it* value to teachers. W. 11. 
Venable, of Cincinnati, traced tho 
growth of the schools in the Ohio Val- 
ley. Ooorgo How land, of Chicago, read 
a pa|icr illustrating tho value of oral 
recitation In school Instruction. 



ROBBER ORGANIZATION. 

A timnt ol tmrlnc Villains rn.arthed In 
MU.Isslppl. 

Nkw Oiii.kaxs. July is.— Tbe Picay- 
une's Meridian, Miss., special says: An 
organization nusleled after the James 
and Younger gangs has suddenly come 
to grief In tills I Lauderdale) County, 
through tbe capture und confession of 
a member of the gang. They call them- 
selves the "Eslahiilculc Waspnesf und 
their mi nion was burglary and robbery. 
So far eight members have* boon spot- 
ted. Si z of those (ieo. Irbv. Sam Irliy. 
Jim Irhy, L OS) Ilea Irl.y. Kill lrby and 
Jim Jones— have In-en captured. Two 
others, lluck Irhy and John Jones, 
are at large. The ogranizalion was 
formed alnjtit two years ago, and 
their peculations have extended over 
that time. Some days ago the store of 
J. O. Ha i nor, at Causeville, in this 
county, was broken into and roblied. 
The next day tbe place where the spoils 
were divided was discovered, near the 
home of Hill lrby. Tbe unsatisfactory 
wberealsiuts of (Seorge lrby. his son, led 
lo bis arrest He confessed to the rob- 
liery. and told on the organization. The 
members, except Hill lrby, are young 
men, nil white. They bad aregularsig- 
nal by tiring guns whore to meet and to 
lay their plans. 

Dr. MoDoW Impelled. 

Ciiaiii.esto!., S. July 1U.— Dr. Mc- 
llow, the slayer of Captain Dawson, was

Re- 
solved, That ho bo expelled from tbo 
body."

Point Pi.kasast.Va., July 19.— Anita 
and Miriam Hoggs, maiden sisters, liv- 
ing just over the line in Jackson County, 
committed suicide last Tuesday by taking 
arsenic. They left a letter signed jointly 
saying that then, was nothing in life for 
old maids, and that they were UrvA of 
it They were in fair circumstances, 
but had no relatives living. 

Pufceoaotl by an Impure Well.

duced to tho audience. He extended 
the regret* of Cardinal Oihbons at bis 
inability to ho present and read a paper 
prepared by the Cardinal upon this ques- 
tion: Should Americans educate their 
children in denominational schools? 
Illsbop Keane followed in an able 
paper on the aamo subject taking the 
position that Christianity was the lia- 
sls of all true government and should 
be Inculcated during tho perfi.ni 
when children were attending school. 
If the influence of the church was 
beneficial in the family it was also 
in the school. Mr. Edwin l>. Mead, of 
llostnn, followed In a lengthy pajn-r in 
which he said that the arguments ad- 
vanced by Cardinal (iihlmns in the 
Uiugszlnes in favor of non-interference 
of tin* State with the family in the mat- 
ter of education was only a device to 
damage the State's authority In public 
opinion to the end that the Roman 
Catholic Church could take charge when 
possible.

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Board la Benploa In Cbleaso-Pewderly 
Hay. Ihe Ordor Is Fropperlu*;.

Grand Master Workman of the Knight* of 
Labor, I* In till* city with several members 
of the Executive Committee of th* Or*nd 
Lodge, discussing mean* for revivifying tho 
order. 

Tho members of the board present be- 
side* Mr. Powderly *re: John W Hayes, of 
Philadelphia general **tcretarv treasurer; 
John Devlin, Detroit, Mich. ; J. i. Hollanil. 
Jacksonville, Fla; A. W. Wright, Toronto, 
Ont, and John Co*teIlo. president 

About noon the executive board of the 
Knight* of Labor went Into executive pen- 
sion, which wa* continued throughout the 
day and evening until a late hour. Tbe 
first business of Ihe board wa* the (elec- 
tion of tho time and place of the next gen- 
eral assembly. It wa* decided that It 
should Ira held at Atlanta, (ia. on tbe 
second Tuesday In November. 

In an Interview Mr. Powderly nays the 
present meeting of tbe board in a quarterly 
meeting called in Chicago fur the con- 
venience of Northwestern a**emblie* to 
save thorn tbe timo ond expense of * jour- 
ney to Philadelphia Tbe statement that 
thi* I* an exceptional meeting Mr. rowder- 
ly claim* to be untrue, and savya: ' Every 
one know* we meet w herever convenience 
suggest*, and as a matter of fact met here 
In Chicago two years ago." The board will 
continue In session several day* 

Mr. Powderly waa told of tbe many con- 
jectures made a* to the object of thi* West- 
ern trip— that tha order was so broken np 
In the East that it waa to be abandoned and 
a rally in the West made; that the board, 
alarmed at Barry** activity, w*s coming to 
extend him the olive branch; and that 
many other equally extravagant departure* 
were In the minds of the master workman 
and hi* staff. Mr. Powderly mulled pleas- 
antly at some of these and savagely at 
others, while for all he bad nothing but 
contempt 

"We are not here to abandon the East," 
•aid be. "The suggestion Is born of an In- 
sane fancy or tbe most malicious design. 
I never beard or dreamed of inch a thing, 
and these wild commentator* might aa well 
spy that we came to Chicago for any other 
fooliah purpose that their folly or venom 
prompt* them to say. 

"We are not here," he then said, "to ex- 
tend to Mr. Barry the olive branch or lo 
give him any notice or consideration what- 
ever. If be 1* In Chicago I do not know It, 
nor docs his » hereabouts affect the conxsn 
of my movement* any more than tha dust 
in the road. We are not In the leapt lota 
Influenced by Mr. Barry or hi* people. Ue 
end they are notof n* ' 

The general muter workman was then 
told that there sere a numb -r of Kn'gbt* of 
laibor who protended to be in good stand- 
ing In tbe order who were also member* of 
Barry'* po-calied brotherhood. 

"What wlil be done If the case* of these 
men ore brought up?" wa* asked 

"The name* of all euch," said Mr. Pow- 
derly, emphatically, "will, when brought to 
our notice, be erased from our list unless 
they aurreuder their membership to the 
other. No Knight of Labor can or will 
lielong to Barry's organisation or any 
other association formed for the pur- 
pose of undermining the order of tha 
Knights of Lalior. This does not include, 
of course, the Trade*' Assembly, Central 
Labor I'nion and other associations work- 
ing collaterally and In harmony with us; 
hut il does most positively bear on Barry'* 
scheme." 

The many report* of the falling condi- 
tion of tbe Knight* of Labor were brongbt 
to Mr. Powderly'* s lieu tion. 

"1 hat." said he. "is an impreuioa par- 
ticularly marked in Chicago by tbe fact that 
the order has suffered from factional fends 
here. It I* not to be found so elsewhere. 
I consider the order in healthy nnd 
growing condition, far outstripping tho 
showing of last year. W* grew with too 
rapid strides and to a moderate 
degree in lHSri during the excitement 
attendant upou the eight-hour movement 
That we «hou!d experience a relaxation 
from this glut of numbers was natural. 
We entered \S»i with 87,000 members ia 
good standing, and on September I of that 
year bad 7U0.000 name* enrolled on our 
books. tVe didn't wast such a big crowd.

ous as the white. But these ne- 
groes do not attempt to run the po- 
litical affairs of the County. Years 
ago they held tSe offices but not so 
now; In connty affairs we have 
what we call the cftirens party- 
made up of all the best classes of 
whites irrespective of party affilia- 
tions: In this way intelligence 
contrives to direct tne business of 
the county. There is a splendid 
market here for all farm products 
and f can see no reafon why a 
farmer should riot do well. But 
farmers give the greater part of their 
attention to raising cotton. This 
they mortgage fbr supplies, and 
many of them, while and black, arJ 
continually in debt. Land can be 
bought here at from *1A' an acre 
up, according to location and qual- 
ity. 

Last year after closing tne Insti- 
tute I took charge of z. school at San 
Diego, Texas: San Diego is situat- 
ed about 50 miles' nearly West of 
Corpus Christi. The Echoo! was 
composed largely of Mexicans, and 
I had ample opportunity to observe 
that class of Texas citizens. I had 
some trouble in the government of 
this school at first, as I was a uovice 
in the U3e. of Spanish, which my 
pupils all spoke. The school was 
composed of about one hundred bad 
boys. Their great delight was to 
stand up.beiore mn and say the 
worst words in their language, thft 
meaning of which I was not, o. 
course, supposed to know. By way 
of settling the trouble I provided 
myself with a list of . Spanish im- 
proprieties and a big leather strap. 
After studying the list and twirling 
the strap by way of practice, I set 
myself .to watch a big Mexican boy 
whom I suspected to be a leader in 
the matter. JEIe soon gave offense, 
and I proceeded to build and dress 
a monument which should last as 
long as there was a "greaser ' in San 
Diego. The wail went up, the dress- 
ing went on, and the trouble ceased. 
These boys learned very readily ex- 
cept the English language. It was 
amusing in calling the roll to hear 
a little Mexican answer '.'president" 
for present. In learning our lan- 
guage the greatest trouble is in ar- 
ticulation. Sounds which we re 
gard as smooth and easy are harsh 
and difficultio them. They are ex- 
pert with the lasso and tLe cow, 
norre, or buro (jack) that came 
near the scho61-house wn prompt- 
ly caught. It was .the favorite 
amusement of my beys to oatch 
wild bnros and ride them. They 
would first threw the lasso around 



sometimes spoons. The floor of the 
house is the earth. These remarks 
apply only to the lower classes of 
Mexicans. But they all eat pepper. 
The pepper is put on the table as 
picked from the plant, and they 
take a pod each and lay it by the 
plate. At intervals during the 
meal a bite is taken from the pod. 
A Mexican will sometimes eat two 
or three pods of red pepper at one 
meal, aud those #ho set no table, 
but gather around the calavassa 
pot will have the pepper too. It is 
a remarkable fact that the Mexican 
women go on the street when the 
thermometer is as high as it ever 
gets in this ltttitu<fe, with shawls on 
their hea l — henvy woolen sbowls 
tucked under thesr chins. 

Tlie people are mostly Catholics, 
and celebrate a great many Saints' 
days. ?t. John s day is the 24tt. 
day of June, and I had the pleasure 
of witnessing some of their sports. 
One in particular seems to . delight 
all classes— the running cf the gal- 
log. Gallo is pronounced gah-vo, 
and means a rooster. In this game 
a Mexican takes a live rooster in 
his hand and mounts a horse. Oth- 
ers take after him, the object being 
to get the rooster or a piece of him, 
and in the struggle and confusion 
which follows the rooster is polled 
to pieces. Another .'port is called 
tailing th% boll. In this sport a 
number of bulls are put in a pen 
some distance from the herd. At 
a given signal a bull is let out and 
started at a full gallop, the sports- 
men mounted dash after him and 
some one will take the bull by the 
tail, and by a 'jui.-k fofwafd move- 
ment throws the animal heels over 
head. The bull rises usually un- 
hurt and shakes h ix head, as if to 
say, "you had better not try that 
again.'' But the vaquero is by this 
time galloping back amid the music 
and cheers. If he fails to upset the 
bull, the band will (flay a dead 
march and the crefwd laugh and jeer. 

It would amuse the teamsters of 
Lawrence county to seethe ox-driv- 
er of this section with his team. 
The oxen ha-- the yoke tied on just 
back of the horns, the raw-hid > strap 
passing around the horns and head. 
I can riot see how an oX can pull, so 
yoked. The vehicle Is usually a 
cart. I have seen teams driver! 
through the streets thus yoked an/? 
having bells o'n, the driver Walking, 
sometimes before them, with a long 
stick having a steel point secured 
at its end. The soil here is rich, but 
not well adapted to farming. It is 
subject to long "dry spells," there 
being no rain, sometimes fbr a space 
of eight months. The peopl« here 
are mostly enisaged in raising stock, 
and the country is occupied j>V large 
ranches— some single pastures con- 
taining to,000 apres. The owners 
themselves do not know how many 
head of cattle are in these pastilles. 
The heat is not oppressive here, al- 
though at times the, Jhcrraqinete* 
rises to over lDb degrees. There is 
always a breeze from the gulf. San 
Diego it on the Mexican National 
railway, and the country is beauti- 
ful around the town. I spent the 
4th of July in Corpus Christi last 
year and greatly enjoyed a.few hours 
sailing qn the Gulf. . From Corpus 
to San .Antonio as far as the eye can 
see on either side of the Aransas 
Pass railway are fine prairie lands, 
which in eome future tune will sup- 
port millions of farmers. But the 
large ranches must first have their 
day in this region. . 

San Antonio, is a beautiful city 
and -jontains many interesting rel- 
ics, among which are the Alamo and 
near the city the old missions San 
Jose and Sau Refugio. The co~n- 
try he;e and in fact for miles around 
the largest cities of Texas is "thickly 
settled", and the lands valuable. 
At Austin I war. annoyed with the 
smell of burning cedar and on in- 
quiry learned that cedar was the 
usualf.rettood in that locality. .
